By what undae means, and for what miſchievous :purpoſes the uſe of the 
Liturgy (though injoyned by the Laws of the Land, and thoſe Laws never yet 
repealed) came, during the late unhappy confuſions, to be pr eaorae) 3s too 
well knoren to the world, and we are-not willing here to remember. But when 
upon His Majeſties bal Reſtauration it ſeemed. probable, that, among ſ 
other things, the uſe of the Liturgy. alſo would return of courſe, (the ſame 
having never been lepally aboliſhed) unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to 
prevent it , thoſe men who unJer the late uſurped pavers had made it a great 
part of their buſineſs to render the people diſaſfetted thereunto, ſaw themſelves 
in point of reputation and i concerned(unleſs they would freely ackzow- 
ledge themſelves. to have erred,

 . either of dangerous conſequence ( as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Do= 

frine, or laudable Praitice of the Church of England, or indeed of the whole 
Catholick Church of Chriſt or elſe of no hu roam at all, but utterly fri- 


 wolous and vain, But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us( by what perſons, 
 wnder what pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever ſo tendred.) as ſeemed tow in

"3 afſented unto : Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing 


us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations : For we are fly perſwa- 
d in our Tudgments (and we here profeſs it to the world ) that the Book, 
as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any thing-con= 
trary to the Word of God, or to ſound Dotrine,or which a godly man may not 
with a good conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or which is not fairly defenſible 
againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the ſame z if it ſhall be allowed ſuch juſt and fa- 
vonrable conſtruttion as in common equity ought to be allowed to all Humane 
Writings, eſpectally ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and even tothe very 
beſt : ranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelf. auh | 
Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to pratifie this oy 
that party in any their unreaſonable demands ; but to do that which to ouy 
beſt underſtandings we conceived might moſt tend to the preſervation of Peace 
and Unity in the Church ; the procuring of Reverence, and exciting of P:ety 
= and Devotion in the Publick Worſhip of God; and the cutting of occaſzon 
== from them that ſeek, o:caſion of cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy of the 
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Church, And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Bock , whethey b 
Alteration, Addition,or otherwiſe, it rw ce to {tow this = prota 
That moſt of the Alterations were made, either firſt, fer the better divettion of 
them that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service; which is ehiefly done 
in the Kalendary and Rubricks : Or ſecondly,for the more proper expreſſing 
of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the lan= 
guage of the preſent times, and the clearer explanation of ſome other words 
and phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignification,or otherwiſe liable to 
miſconſiruttion : Or thirdly,for a more perfett rendring 4 ſuch portions of koly 
Scripture as are inſerted into theLiturgy z which, in the Epiſtles and Goſpels 
eſpecially,and in ſundry other places are now ordered to be read prog. 
to the laſt Tranſlation : and that it was thought convenient, that ſome Prayers 
and Thankggivings, fitted to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in their due 
places ; particularly for thoſe at Sea, together with an Office for the Baptiſm 
of ſuch as are of riper years ; which although not ſo neceſſary when the for= 
mer Book was comprled, yet by the growth of Anabaptiſm, through the licen= 
$:0uſneſs of the late tines crept in amongſt us, is, now become neceſſary, and 
may be always uſeful for the Baptizing of Natives in our Plantations, and 
others converted tothe Faith. If any man, who ſhall deſire a more particulav 
account of the ſeveral alterations in any part of the Liturgy, ſhall take the 
pazns to compare the preſent Book with the former 5, we doubt not but the 
reaſon of the change may eaſily appear, 

And having his endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty 
Afair,as in the ſight of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein (ſo far as lay 
ins ) tothe conſciences of all men; although we know it impoſſible ( in 
ſuch variety of apprehenſions, humours,and intereſts, as are in the worl4) tg 
pleaſe all ; nor can expett, that men of fattiows, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits 
ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be done in this kind by any other 
then themſelves : Tet we have good hope, that what 3s here preſented, and 
hath been by the Convocations of both Provinces with great diligence examined 
and approved , will be alſo well accepted and approved by all ſober, peaceable, 
and truly conſcientious ſons of the Charch of England,

were Minifters in the egation, ſhould (by often reading, and meditation in Gods 
Word) be ftirred up to godlineſs themſelves, and be more able to exhort others by 
wholſom Doarine,and to confute them thar were Adver aries to the Truth 3 and fur- 
ther, that the People (by daily hearing of holy Scripcure read in the Church) might 
continually profit *more and more in the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed 


with the love of his true Religion. 

But theſe many years paſted, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fathers hath 
been ſo altered, broken, an lefted, by planting in uncertain Storie', and Legends, 
with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain repetitions, Commemorations'and Synoda!s 3 
that commonly, when any Book of the Bible was t23un,afier three or four Chapters were 
read out, all the reſt were unread. And in this fort the Book of 1/a/ab was begun in Ad- 
went, and the Book of Geneſis in Septuageſima 3 but they were onely begun, and never 
read thorough : After like fort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed, And more- 
over, whereas St. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken ro oe PEE in the Church, as 
they might underſtand, and have profit by hearing che ſame 3 The Service in this Church 
of England-theſe many years, hath been read in Latine to the people, wa they un- 
derſtand notz (© that they have heard with their cars onely, and their hEart, ſpiric 
and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithftanding that the 
ancient Fathers have divided the P/alms into ſeven portions, whereof every one was 
called a Nofurn : Now of late time, a few of them have been daily ſaid, and rhe reft 
utterly omitted, Moreover, the nu ang hardneſs of the Rules called the Pie, and 
the matiifold changings of the Service, was the cauſe, that to turn the Book onely was 
ſo hard and intricate a matter,that many times there was more bufineſs to find out what 
ſhould be read, then to read-it when it was found out.

Chapter of the former FpsBl4" of Saint Paul ts the Cort 


Ow is Chriſt ſen from the dead , and , ,, 
; become the firſt-fruits of them that x5. 
ſlept. For ſince by man came death, by man cane 
allo the reſurreCtion of the dead. For as in Adan 


all die, even fſoin Chriſt ſhall all be made alive. Bt 


every man in his own order: Chriſt the firſt-fruitss 
atterward they that are Chriſts', at his cotniny, 
Then cometh the end,when he ſhall have deliver 
up the kingdom to God, eyen the Father; when 
he ſhall have put down all rule, and all author. 
tyand power. For he muſt reign till he hath put 
all enemies under his feet, . The laſt. enemy that 
ſhall be deſtroyed is death: for he hathput afl thing 
under his feet. But when hefaithall things are put 
under him, it is manifeſt that he is excepted which 
did put all things under him.
